PLIGHT OF NEEDY 
AID 10 TALMADGE 
BY WELFARE HEAD 


Fulton County Official 
Attacks Governor, Cit- 
ing Money Given Other 
States by Security Law. 


Plight of thousands of desperately 
needy persons in Fulton county was 
laid directly at the door of Governor 
Talmadge yesterday by J. Sid Tiller, 
chairman of the Fulton public welfare 
board, who flayed Georgia’s chief ex- 
ecutive for vetoing laws which would 
have enabled the state to share in the 
federal social security funds. 

Tiller pointed out that the relief dis- 
tributed to hungry, helpless aged men 
and women in Fulton county will soon 
have to be drastically reduced while 
in three other southern states, Ala- 
bama, North Carolina and Mississippi 
welfare boards are being aided ma- 
terially by federal funds. 

“Federal taxes paid by Georgians 
are benefiting these three southern 
states but fail to help Georgians be- 
cause laws enabling this state to re- 
ceive federal social security funds, al- 
though passed by the last legislative 
assembly, were vetoed by Governor 
Talmadge,” Tiller asserted at a meet- 
ing of the Fulton welfare board yester- 
day morning. 

“Here is the situation we face be- 
cause of Talmadge’s veto of proper 
legislation,’ Tiller declared. 

Sources of Income. 

“At the present time our income is 
derived from Fulton county and the 
city of Atlanta. It amounts to $66,- 
00U a month, of which $25,000 given 
by the county and $40,000 is contrib- 
uted by the city. The city appropri- 
aton, however, will be reduced to 
$28,000 per month in April. 

“This will necessitate a drastic 
reduction in our case load or of our 
case assistance. 

“If Governor Talmadge had not 
vetoed the enabling laws, we could 
share in federal social security funds 
at this time in old age assistance and 
aid to dependent children, which would 
be not only a direct benefit to those

Drastic Slice Forecast in 
Office Here If Funds 
for Purchases Are Cut.

WASHINGTON, . Marcin 9.—Un- 
less the President follows the reéecom- 
mendations of the National Forest 
Reservation Commission that some 
fifteen or more million dollars be al- 
located from federal relief funds for

was learned here today from 
Sileox, chief of the Forest Service, 
Department of Agriculture.

Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden, 
just before entraining for Paris, told 
the house of commons that Great 
Britain is honor bound to march to 
the assistance of France and Belgium 
if Germany should attack them. 
Eden’s statemegts, which were read, 
had previously been approved by the 
cabinet. 

There is no reason to suppese the 
German action threatened war, he 
said, however, and he pledged that 
Great Britain. would make the best. 
of an admittedly serious situation by 
trying to rebuild Burope’s shaken 
peace structure, 


Eden’s failure to mention sanctions 
or any other possible punishment of 
Germany was considered significant in 
diplomatic quarters. They interpreted 
his speech as. definitely conciliatory 
and as indicating that Britain is not 
prepared to take any strong measures 
against Germany on the basis of the 
present situation. 

Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin, 
following Eden in the packed house, 


said Europe and peace is impossible 


while Franco-German suspicion con- 
tinues. He pledged that Britain 


| would bend her energies toward great- 


er co-operation in the hope of achieve 
ing a tri-partite friendship. 
Aggressor Strongest. 

If European nations want to stop 
aggression, Baldwin warned, they 
must “be much more ready for war 
than they are today, otherwise the 
aggressor will have his own way.” 

Eden strongly criticized Adolf Hit- 
ler’s action in tearing up the Locarna 
treaty and said no one in this couns 
try would condone the step. 

Despite this, Germany was proms 
ised a fair hearing on her peace pro» 
posals, of which Eden said the most 
important was an unconditional prom- 
ise to return to the League of Nas- 
tions. 

Eden was noncommittal on the fu- 
ture, but refused to see the situation 
as desperate. His references to Brit- 
ain’s manifest duty to rebuild shat- 
tered peace foundations in western 
Europe were studied carefully by dip- 
lomats, who took it as a possible hint 
that Britain will not insist on a re- 
establishment of the present Locarno 
agreement. 

His speech carried the full weight of 
the cabinet, following week-end con- 
sideration of the action, and was a 


carefully studied declaration of policy. 


Eden Warns Germany. 
Mincing no words, the young fore

Japanese government replacing one 
broken up by assassins’ bullets 12

Neither the Union nor the employees of the 
American Hat Manufacturing Company have 
ever made complaint as to hours, wages or work- 
ing conditions.

Quite a number of us have been employees con- 
tinuously for nearly thirty yearsand a number of 
us are the second generation of the same families 
in this plant. Over 98% of us are native-born 
Georgians, There are more than 250 of us earn- 
ing a living for ourselves and families. 


We, as employees, citizens and taxpayers have 
a right to expect and to ask security and protec- 
tion in our jobs as afforded by a law-abiding 
community. We have been threatened and 
roughly treated by sympathizers and outsiders 
who have been called in for the purpose of at- 
tempting to intimidate us.

KILLED BY STREET CAR 


Witnesses Report Veterina- 
rian Crawled Under Trol- 
ley’s Rear Trucks. 


Dr. Henry G. Carnes, pioneer At- 
lanta veterinarian, was instantly kill- 
ed at about 6:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning when he was run over by a 
street car at Peachtree and Four- 
teenth streets. 
Coroner Paul B. Donehoo’s certif- 
icate stated the doctor’s death was 
seemingly suicide.” 

According to witnesses, a negro 
couple, Dr. Carnes crawled beneath 


.the rear trucks of the street car when 


it halted at Fourteenth street. When 
the car started, his body was cut in 
two. He was pronounced dead upon 
arirval at Grady hospital. 

Police learned that Dr. Carnes, who, 
with his brother, Dr. Will E. Carnes, 
were fhe first licensed veterinarians 
in Atlanta, had been in ill health re- 
cently and had allegedly made a 
previous attempt to end his life by 
drinking poison. 

Dr. Carnes was 67 years of age, 
and entered the veterinary field more 
than 50 years ago, when there were 
no schools for that profession in this 
country. He received his training in 
Montreal, Canada, and then establish- 
ed: himself here. 

With his brother, who survives, he 
founded and operated the Carnes Cat 
and Dog hospital, on Edgewood ave- 
nue. He lived at 73 Fifteenth street, 
N. E., and was widely known in busi- 
ness and professional circles. 

Besides his brother, he is survived 
by a sister, Mrs. Theo Moll, of In- 
dianapolis.

RECOGNITION BY U.S. 
UF PARAGUAY IS SEEN 


Action Would Advance 
Roosevelt’s Peace Meeting 
Officials Believe. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—4)— 
A decision by United States officiais 


to extend recognition shortly to the 
new government of Paraguay was re-' 
ported tonight in authoritative quar- 
ters. 

The proposed action was regarded 
as particularly significant in the light 
of a general belief here that such 
recognition would advance arrange- 
ments for President Roosevelt’s pro- 
jected all-American peace conference. 
New interest has been turned toward 
the parley by the European crisis pre- 
cipitated by Germany's rearming of 
the Rhineland. 

At the state department it was said 
today that formal replies to the Pres- 
ident’s invitation to the conference al- 
ready had been received from the 
heads of all the Central and South 
American governments except Para- 
guay—all of them in the affirmative. 

This led to a belief in informed 
quarters that an early White House 
announcement would be forthcoming 
concerning additional details of the 
projected anti-war meeting. 

Recognition of the less than a 
month-old Paraguayan regime has 
been withheld temporarily here, as it 
has by the principal South American 
nations, until it was indicated that 
the new Asuncion government 
prepared to adhere to the 
peace settlement signed by the pre- 
vious administration between Para- 
guay and Bolivia. 

Adequate assurances now have been 
received, it was stated reliably, lead- 
ing some here to expect a perhaps con- 


certed establishment of diplomatic re-

Charles Claiborne, Nation- 
ally Known Financier, 
Succumbs Unexpectedly.

B. Claiborne, 57, nation- 
one 


grandson of Louisiana’s first gover- 
nor, died unexpected here today after 
an opera 

Claiborne was vice president of the 
Whitney National Bank here, largest 
in the south and his entire business 
career had been devoted to banking. 
He was in charge of arrangements for 
the American Bankers’ convention 
here last November. 

He was direct descendant of Wil- 
liam Claiborne, who in 1631 settled 
on the Island of Kent, later the col- 
ony of Maryland. A few years ago 
Claiborne wae invited by residents of 
Princess Anne county, Maryland, to 
take part in a ferry opening cere- 
mony on the island. 

William Claiborne entered America 
in 1621 as a royal surveyor for the 
colony of Virginia. King Charles I 
granted him a license to trade in any 
of the colonies. He led the opposi- 
tion against the Isle of Kent being de- 
tached from Virginia and incorporated 
with Maryland, which was compro- 
mised in 1 

The family came to Louisiana in the 
early nineteenth century and William 
C. C. Claiborne was appointed chief 
magistrate of the new territory while 
he was still in his twenties. He over- 
came hostility of the French colonists 
who resented an Anglo-American gov- 
ernor and was elected first governor.

, “The 2ist amendment to the con- 

stitution provides that ‘the transpor- 

tation or importation into any state 

for delivery or use therein of: intoxi- 

eating liquors, in violation of the 

laws thereof, is hereby prohibited.’ 
Federal Law Cited. 

“There is a federal statute which 
is etill in force which makes it wm- 
lawful to ship or transport in any 
manner or by any means, any spirit- 
ous, vinous, malted, fermented or 
other intoxicating liquor of any kind 
from one state into any other state, 
if said liquor is intended by any per- 
perce os ogy! peor to be received, 

® or in any manner 
used in violation of any law of such 
state. 

“Another federal law further pro- 
vides that whoever shall order, pur- 
chase or cause intoxicating liquors to 
be transported in interstate commerce, 
except for scientific, sacramental; 
medicinal and mechanical purpose, 
into another state, the laws of which 
prohibit the manufacture or sale 
therein of intoxicating liquor for 
beverage shall be guilty of 
a federal offense and punishment as 
provided therein. 

“T have been informed that these 
laws are being violated. Such viola- 
tions, if any, should be investigated 
by you.” 

In hijacking of liquor trucks by 
rival bootleggers on Georgia highways, 
several cases of which have developed 
in federal courts of Georgia in recent 
months, Judge Underwood said: 

“There is also a federal law which 
makes it a federal crime for persons 
to conspire to violate any federal law, 
eo that any one joining in any con- 
spiracy found in this district to vio- 
late the federal lawa I have called to 
your attention would be subjeet to in- 
dictment for conspiracy, even though 
they were not present during the 
transportation or hijacking of liquor 
being unlawfully transported into the 
state. 

“IT know you will give this matter 
the serious and thoughtful considera- 
tion it deserves and act promptly if 
you find there have been any such 
violations. 

“I cannot overemphasize the im- 
portance of checking euch tendencies 
at the very beginning and before they 
get firmly rooted by practice and in- 
timidation.” -

To Work Fields. 


Routine details were cleared up 
apres | as the March term of the 
United States district court was of- 
ficially opened by Judge E. Marvin 
Underwood.

ITALY AND GERMANY 


SIGN NEW TREATY 

. ROME, March 9.—(/)—lItaly and 
Germany signed a treaty today giving 
mutual recognition to civil and juri- 
dicial codes of their countries. 

The agreement was initialed by 
Premier Mussolini and Ulrich von 
Hassell, the German ambassador. 

Despite reports that Berlin and 
Rome are seeking a rapprochement 
in the current European crisis, of- 
ficials said the meeting was limited 
to this point. 

Turn Attention to Rhine. 

Italian diplomats turned their at- 
tention from Ethiopia to the Rhine- 
land as they sought to define their 
official position in the Locarno treaty 
controversy. 

Authoritative sources declared the 
fascist negotiators had not yet formu- 
lated a policy in respect to the French 
and HKelgian ‘protests to German re- 
ocupation of the Rhine zone. 

As the diplomatic conferences con- 
tinued, some sources. believed Italy’s 
position in support of the mutual se- 
curity treaty would be weakened be- 
cause: of her strained relations over 
Ethiopian war sanctions. 

Freneh, Belgian and Yugoslavian 
ambassadors called on Fulvio Suvich, 
undersecretary for foreign affairs, and 
Vittorio Cerruti, Italian ambassador 
to France, made preparations to dis- 
cuss the Rhine question with Locarno 
signatories at Paris tomorrow. 

Fascist advances in northern Ethi- 

opia were reported halted, although 
the press minister at Rome said it had 
no knowledge of cessation of hostili- 
ties. 
Marshal Pietro Badoglio reported 
intensive engineering preparations on 
the northern front in his’ daily tele- 
gram to the government. 

The fascist commander listed 291

the Tembien, divided as follows: A 

Officers dead 19, wounded 67; 
White soldiers dead 236, wounded 831, 
missing 2 Eritreans dead _ 36, 
wounded 149, and missing 13.

Badoglio reported.

POLISH SENATE WARNS 
ON GERMAN -TREATY 

WARSAW, March 9.—(4)—The 
state senate today was warned that 
Poland could not rely too much on the 
German-Polish non-aggression treaty. 

“The Germans want to anesthetize 
us with the pact,” a senator from 
Poznan declared, “but simultaneous- 
ly their actions such as the recently 
discovered secret Hitlerite organiza- 
tion seeking to detach Polish Silesia 
from Poland should make us most 
watchful.” . 

The spokesman for the German mi- 
nority protested that the actions of a 
small group do not represent the ideas 
of all Germans living in Poland. 


AUSTRIAN PRESS ORDERED 
NOT TO BE “UNFRIENDLY.” 

Vienna, March 9.—(4)—The strict- 
ly regulated Austrian press today re- 
ceived orders from the government 
chancellery not to express an opinion 
unfriendly to Germany. 

The order came on the heels of the 
return of Prince Ernst Von Starhem- 
berg, vice chancellor, from Italy 
where he visited Premier Mussolini. 

“Clemenceau’s unforgivable mistake 
in decreeing that one part of the 
world should march under full arma- 
ment while another should remain de- 
fenseless is the fundamental reason 
for the German decision to renounce 
the Locarno treaty.” 

Foreign diplomats expressed the be- 
lief that an understanding between 
Germany and Italy may have been 
reached and consequently, Austria 
must assume a more friendly attitude 
toward the reich.

Wall Street Interests Doubt War 
Because of Europe’s Gold Scarcity 


NEW YORK, March 9.—(#)—Fi- 
nancial and commercial interests in 
Wall Street placed their faith and 
money today on European peace. 

“No immediate war on the conti- 
nent,” was the current dominant opin- 
ion of bankers and brokers. 

One of the foremost reasons for 
the peace attitude apparently was the 
knowledge only France and Engédand 
have sufficient gold to finance the pur- 
chase of war materials in quantity. 

With the remainder that the finan- 
cial position of European powers may 
be concealed from the world, one au- 
thority declared concealment, if any, 
his was weakness—not strength. 

A paucity of gold, it was asserted, 
paralleled a scarcity of essential raw 
materials in most countries. 

America again could supply muni- 
tions, but commercial men asserted 
the lessons of the World War were 
too recently learned to permit of heavy 
sales to Europe on credit. 

Action of the stock market today 
was, in the opinion of many observ- 
ers, an argument for the peace conten- 
tion when it broke suddenly by $1 to 
around $5 a share. 

Americans have learned that a long 
war makes for industrial and business 
profits while it lasts, and many 
doubted that even recent neutrality 
legislation could change this fact. 

For several months numerous trad- 
ers have been operating on the possi- 


bilities of war either because of the 
Italian expedition in Ethiopia, the 
Russo-Japanese tension or the Ger- 
man attacks on world peace treaties. 

But there are Wall Street authori- 
ties who are convinced the latest Hit- 
ler move was an exhibition of defiance 
to bolstw nazi pride only and was not 
intendéd as a gesture of aggression. 

Although Wall Street sees peace, a 
declaration of war today would not 
surprise the financial district because 
of the long prelude of bitterness and 
argument. 

That Wall Street concedes there 
could be armed conflict is advanced 
as an indication of peace; in the early 
part of 1914 the street failed com- 
pletely to anticipate a battle until the 
very day of the first ultimatum. 

Hindsight revealed extremely heavy 
shipments of gold from America to 
Europe and substantial selling of 
American securitfes by foreign invest- 
ors to raise cash in the few weeks 
preceding the actual declaration of the 
last. war. 

Today there is little European sell- 
ing of Ameriean securities, and in the 
past few months there has been an 
actual net balance of purchases from 
large British and Scottish investors 
and considerable continental buying.

NAZIS WARN FUTURE 
DEPENDS ON LEAGE 


Onus of Violation Placed on 
France; ‘We Only Buried 
the Treaty.’ 


BERLIN, March 9.—#)—Germany, 
expressing disappointment at France's 
curt refusal of her offer of a peace 
pact, looked today to a meeting of the 
council of the League of Nations Fri- 
day to decide whether she will further 
estrange herself from the former al- 


ies. 

Adolf Hitler's offer to sign peace 
treaties with his neighbors, a foreign 
office spokesman said, stands or ‘falls 
on the manner in which the council 
will handle the Franco-Belgian charge 
of a violation of the Treaty of Lo- 
carno. Whether Germany will rejoin 
the League also may depend upon the 
outcome in Geneva. 

The spokesman said Germany must 
receive a formal invitation if she is to 
attend the council session. Germany 
was visibly irritated by the way in 
which she was notifed of the spe- 
cial meeting. 

Again Blames Red Pact. 

The German news bureau, comment- 
ing officially on the radio address last 
night of Albert Sarraut, of France, 
charges him with rejecting Germany’s 
offer with the “passion of negation.” 

“The charge that Germany abro- 
gated the one-sided role of judge falls 
back a France, which by the treaty 
with Russia abrogated this claim to 
herself,” the bureau said. 

ig Sarraut feared to have Stras- 
bourg threatened by German cannon, 
the statement asked, “what about Frei- 
burg, Karlruhe, Mannheim, Saar- 
bruecken and many other German 
cities which lie within reach of French 
cannon?” 

A foreign office spokesman, com- 
menting upon the council session, said: 
“A fateful question confronts all Eu- 
rope next Friday. Will France prove 
stronger than the League or will the 
League prove more formidable than 
France? 

“Will the League take March 7 as 
a starting point and say we violated 
Locarno or will it go back to May 2, 
1935, to find that the soviet pact so 
provoked Germany that her action is 
understandable?” 

“Buried Dead Treaty.” 

“At the worst, it can be said of 
us that we performed the burial rites 
for the Locarno pact. Locarnos 
death, however, must be ascribed to 
others.

George A. Henkel, East Orange 
College student, was beaten as he rode 
in an elevator in the Griffith build- 
ing, where union men said non-union 
workers were employed. 

Police cruising squads rushed from 
one point to another all day as ten- 
sion increased and disturbances threat- 
ened. 

The strike, called by Local] 166, 
International Union of Building Serv- 
ice Employes, in a demand for high- 
er wages and reduced working hours, 
began at the 2l-story Military Park 
building. 

Union men formed flying squads to 
visit other buildings in an effort to 
spread the strike. Pickets were posted. 
Building managements retaliated with 
guards and began recruiting replace- 
ment workers.

| Complete Text of Eden’s Address | 
| On Military Crisis in Rhineland 


LONDON, March 9.—(AP)—The 
complete text of the speech deliv- 
ered by Pig Secretary Anthony 
Eden to the British house of com- 
mons today follows: 

On March 6 I asked the German 
ambassador to com. and see me at 
the foreign office. I made to him 
the proposal which his majesty’s am- 
bassador to Berlin had made to the 
German chancellor on December 13, 
last, that the powers signztory to 
the treaty of Locarno should pro- 
ceed with the negotiation of an air 
pact. 

The house will recall that such an 
air pact was first suggested during 
the course of the Anglo-French con- 
versations held in London. 

On this occasion I reminded his 
excellency of the hopes which Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler himself had expressed 
for the betterment of the internation- 
al relations of western Euro;e and 
I told him it seemed to me the time 
now had come when a real effort 
must be made to translate these ef- 
forts into facts. to achieve a real im- 
provement in the relations of the 
United Kingdom, France and Ger- 
many. 

I pointed out to the ambassador 
that the air pact touched what was in 
some respects a point of junction, and 
a sensitive point of junction, in the 
relations of the three great western 
powers. 

STABLIZING ELEMENT 
IN RELATIONS IN WEST 

His majesty’s government consid- 
ered that the conclusion of such a 
pact would constitute a_ stabilizing 
element in our relations in the west. 

I did not feel that it was impos- 
sible to negotiate such a pact even 
while the situation was complicated 
by the Italo-Ethiopian war and lI 
asked the ambassador to communi- 
cate with his government at once in 
this sense. 

I added that his majesty’s govern- 
ment was genuinely anxious to con- 
vert into practical results the senti- 
ments so often expressed in speeches. 

The German ambassador came to 
see me on the morning of March 7 
and informed me he had a communl- 
cation of very great importance to 
make. He then handed me a mem- 
orandum of which he read the trans- 
lation. The English text of this 
memorandum now is available in the 
vote office (of the house of commons) 
and I therefore do not propose to 
give the house a full account of this 
memorandum but I should like to 
draw attention to certain salient 
points of it. 

The memorandum falls into two 
parts. In the first part the German 
government have developed at a con- 
siderable length their objections to 
the Franco-Soviet pact and the rea- 
sons why, in their view, the intention 
of the French government to con- 
clude this pact has created an en- 
tirely new situation and destroyed 
the political system of the Locarno 
treaty.

Rumors regarding such an alleged 
notification apparently arose from a 
brief editorial comment in th: news- 
paper National Zeitung, of Essen, 
owned by General Hermann Wilhelm 
Goering, minister of air. 

Wants To Re-enter League. 

This paper said yesterday the “res- 
toration of the full sovereignty of the 
reich, of course, also includes the 
abandonment of other existing dis- 
crimination of the Versailles treaty, 
such as the abolition of the interna- 
tional commission for large German 
rivers.” 

That Germany hopes Friday’s Ge- 
neva discussions will be so conduct- 
ed as to make Germany's return to 
the League possible was apparent from 
the attitude of government spokesmen, 
as well as from the tenor of editorial 
comments. 

Officials of the ministry of propa- 
ganda, for instance, emphasized that 
Germany might any day send a formal 
application for re-entry to the League 
without making much fuss about it 
in advance. :

2. That nonaggression pacts for 
25 years should be concluded between 
Germany, France and Belgium, and 
that Great Britain and Italy should 
guarantee these pacts. 

3. That the Netherlands might be 
invited to join this treaty system. 

4. That these security arrange 
ments should be supplemented by a 
air pact. 

5. That a nonaggression pact 
should be concluded between Ger- 
many and the states bordering Ger- 
many on the east similar to the agree- 
ment between Germany and Poland, 
with the exception previously made 
as regards Lithuania being with- 
drawn. 

GERMANY IS WILLING 
TO RE-ENTER LEAGUE 

Finally, it is stated, that Germany 
is willing to re-enter the League now 
that equality rights and the restora- 
tion of her full sovereignty over the 
entire German territory has been at- 
tained. 

In this latter connection, the Ger- 
man government expressed the expec- 
tation that, in the course of a rea- 
sonable period the question of colonial 
equality rights and the separation of 
the League covenant from the treaty 
of Versailles may be settled through 
friendly negotiations. 

On receiving this communication 
from the German ambassador, 
told his excellency he should not ex- 
pect me to make any detailed ob- 
servation on a document of this im- 
portance until I had the opportunity 
of studying it and consulting with 
my colleagues or the situation which 
it created. 

At the same time, I told his excel- 
lency that there was one observation 
which I must make at once. I deep 
ly regretted the information which 
the ambassador had given me about 
the action which the German gov- 
ernment was taking in respect to the 
demilitarized zone.

I had a clear recollection of the 
statement which the chancellor had 
made to me on our first meeting in 
Berlin on the subject of the treaty 
of Locarno, when he had drawn a 
clear distinction between that treaty 
and the treaty ef Versailles and em- 
phasized that Germany had freely 
signed the treaty of Locarno. 
VIEW NOT SHARED 

WITH OTHER NATIONS 

I was aware, I said to the am- 
bassador, of the view of the Gemman 
government as to the effect of the 
Franco-soviet pact on the Locarno 
treaty. That view, was not, how- 
ever, shared by the other signatories 
of the treaty and if the German gov- 
ernment, despite the opinions of the 
other signatories, still maintained 
their own conclusions, then there was 
a proper arbitration procedure avail- 
able for their use. 

I feared that the effect of the uni- 
lateral repudiation of this treaty 
upon his majesty’s government and 
upon British public opinion must in- 
evitably be deplorable. 

As to the latter part of the ambas-

militarized zone have profoundly 
shaken confidence in any engagement 
into which the government of Ger- 
many may, in the future, enter. 
There can be no one in this house 
or this country who would wish to 
condone or excuse such a step. It 
strikes a severe blow at that prin- 
ciple of the sanctity of treaties 
which underlies the whole structure 
of international relations. 

There is, I am thankful to say, no 
reason to suppose that the present 
German action implies a threat of 
hostilities. The German government 
speak in their memorandum of their 
“unchangeable longing for the real 
pacification of Europe” and express 
their willingness to conclude a non- 
aggression pact with France and Bel- 
gium. 

GREAT BRITAIN’S AID 
PROMISED IF NEEDED 

But, in case these should be any 
misunderstanding about our position 
as a signatory of the Locarno treaty, 
his majesty’s government think it 
necessary to say that should there 
take place during the period which 
will be necessary for consideration 
of the new situation which has arisen 
any actual attack upon France or 
Belgium, which would constitute a 
violation of Article 2 of the Locarno 
pact, his majesty’s government, not- 
withstanding the German repudiation 
of the treaty, would regard them- 
selves as in honor bound to come, in 
the manner provided in the treaty, 
to the assistance of the country at- 
tacked. 

It must be obvious to all that, in 
the existing circumstances, a transi- 
tion from the bad past to a better 
future will be arduous and hazard- 
ous enterprise. 

At the same time, we are not mere- 
ly concerned with the past or pres- 
ent; we are concerned also with the 
future. One of the main founda- 
tions of the peace of western Eu- 
rope has been cut away and, if peace 
is to be secured, there is a manifest 
duty to rebuild it. 

It is in that spirit that we must 
approach the new proposals of the 
German chancellor. ' His majesty’s 
government will examine them clear 
sightedly and objectively with a view 
to finding out to what extent they 
represent the means by which the 
shaken structure of peace can again 
be strengthened. 

In the present grave condition of 
international affairs, his majesty’s 
government feel no opportunity must 
be missed which offers any hope of 
amelioration. 

In the anxious circumstances of 
the present time. I feel justified in 
asking all sections of opinion of this 
house for their support in exacting 
the arduous task which now con- 
fronts the combined wisdom and 
statesmanship of the world.

PROGRAM SUBMITTED 


Labor Representatives Dis- 
cuss Loan Plans With 
Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—(4)— 
While officials of lending agencies 
scanned what they termed a rising 
tide of repayments on loans already 
advanced, labor representatives today 
gave President Roosevelt their halt- 
billion dollar long-range program for 
housing loans. 

The day also brought two other 
prime developments in the housing 
picture: ° 

A prediction was made by Housing 
Administrator Stewart McDonald 
that 250,000 residential units would 
be built this year. 

An administration bill to extend 
from April 1 to December 31 the pe- 
riod in which the federal housing ad- 
ministration may insure moderniza- 
tion loans was introduced in both the 
senate and house. 

Conference Is Held. 

Offered at a White House confer- 
ence attended by Senator Wagner, 
democrat, New York; William Greet, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, and other labor representa- 
tives, the new housing plan would 
set up a $500,000,000 federal revolv- 
ing fund from which cheap loans 
would be made to builders. 

Green said that Mr. Roosevelt and 
Wagner evinced “deep interest” in the 
proposal. The New York senator has 
been working on a new housing pro- 
gram for several m@gnths. 

In his statement, McDonald revised 
an earlier estimate of 175,000 new 
homes this year to set the figure at 
250,000. He listed the need _ for 
homes, availability of mortgage money 
at low interest rates and higher con- 
struction standards as factors point- 
ing fo a building upswing. 

Modernization Loans. 

Chairman Fletcher, democrat, Flor- 
ida, and Steagall, democrat, Alabama, 
of the senate and house banking com- 
mittees simultaneously introduced the 
bills intended to continue FHA’s au- 
thority to insure private five-year mod- 
ernization loans of not more than 
$2,000 for residences and up to $5U.- 
000 for business properties. 

The present aggregate insurance 
liability of the government, however. 
would be cut from $200,000,000 to 
$100.000,000. Officials said the lat- 
ter amount would be “ample.” 

Heavy repayments on the billions 
advanced by lending agencies to speed 
recovery led officials to estimate they 
would be able to cancel more than 
$1,000,000,000 of existing authoriza- 
tions no longer considered necessary. 

The Reconstruction Finance UCor- 
poration, oldest and largest of the 
lending group, reported that as of 
February 29, 57 per cent of its to- 
tal loans of $5,958,257,301 had been 
repaid. 

The Homeowner's Loan UCofpora- 
tion, which terminates lending activi- 
ties June 13, has received $230,244,000

Concluding his address over the air, 
he insisted that “current revenues 
should equal all current expenditures 
except for the single purpose of relief 
and that expenditure for relief should 
be reduced wherever possible.” 

In a strong defense of the Presi- 
dent’s tax suggestions contained in his 
March 3 message to congress, the 
Georgian said: .

It is not a 
tax on the present accumulated sur- 
plus. That would be untouched. While 
the President does not suggest it, it 
may well be: considered whether the 
exemption of tax on present accumu- 
lated surplus may not stimulate activ- 
ity in the capital-goods industries in 
which re-employment is most needed 


where such surplus is used for perma- 
nent betterments, replacements and 
expansion. The President’s recommen- 
dation, however, related to future net 
earnings only. It recognizes the prin- 
ciple that business profits, no matter 
from what source derived, and no 
matter when received, should bear the 
same tax burden. They do not now.” 

He then explained that it was not 
the province of the government to say 
in what form business should be cat- 
ried on, whether as an individual en- 
terprise or as a partnership or undet 
the corporate setup. Neither was it 
the function of the government to say 
whether the earnings of corporations 
should be distributed, he asserted. 


“But it is the concern of the 
ernment,” the senator declared, “that 
structural devices shall not be- used 
for the purpose of tax avoidance. Pres- 
ent tax laws make the corporate form 
of organization advantageous to some 


and a disadvantage to others, and en-} 


courage the accumulation of unreason- 
able surpluses which, if distributed, 
would have brought greater revenue 
to the government through the taxes 
on the incomes of the shareholders to 
whom the dividends would have gone. 

To End Inequalities. 

“A revision of our tax laws such 
as the President has suggested will 
not only remove undoubted inequali- 
ties in our taxing system, but will 
bring more revenue into the treasury. 
Nor is the proposal a new one. It 
was seriously considered in the con- 
gress as much as 15 years ago. Eleven 
years ago a similar proposal passed 
the senate. 

“The present tax on the incomes 
of corporations is on a scale of from 
12 1-2 to 15 per cent of their net 
profits. They pay other taxes on capi- 
tal and on excess profits to the fed- 
eral government. When earnings are 
distributed in the form of dividends, 
the dividends are subject to surtaxes 
on the income of the individuals. The 
emall stockholder particularly is pen- 
alized by this situation. He has been 
charged a higher tax than he would 
have been had he been engaged in 
——— for himself as an individ- 
ual. 

“But some profit from this situa- 
tion. It makes it possible for the man- 
agement of the corporation to with- 
hold profits from distribution for re 
investment in the business. No per- 
sonal income taxes are paid on such 
earnings at all. This process is re- 
ferred to as plowing back earnings 
into the business and it makes it pos- 
sible for large and wealthy etockhold- 
ers to place their earnings directly 
into good investments without the 
necessity of paying a personal income 
tax on them. Had they been engaged 
in business as individuals or as mem- 
bers of a partnership, they could not 
have done so. The corporation thus af- 
fords a refuge from taxation for 
incomes. 

Called Biggest Leak. 


“If withheld corporation income was 
subjected to the same surtax rates 
that apply to income of individuals 
and partnerships, the treasury depart- 
ment has estimated that in the calen- 
dar year 1936 the government would 
collect $1,700,000,000 additional rev- 
enue. This is the biggest leak in our 
tax system. The proposal of the Presi- 
dent would put a stop to this practice. 

“Substitution for the existing cor- 
porate taxes of a graduated tax on un- 
distributed corporation earnings would 
bring about four definite benefits. 
First, it would result in a substan- 
tial increase in the federal revenues; 
second, it would eliminate three ex- 
isting types of discrimination inher- 
ent in the present tax setructure; 
third, it would prevent current tax 
evasion of considerable magnitude, 
and, fourth, it would greatly simplify 
the existing tax structure, and there- 
with the tasks of corporate account- 
ing. Let us consider these beneficia 
nc of the suggested change in or- 
er.

One deficiency measure already has 
been enacted. 
Like all of the bills before it this 
session except the district's money 
measure, the legislative supply Dill 
was below budget estimates. It was 
$877,203 under what the budget called 
for and $640,092 less than the current 
appropriation. The senate and house, 
Library of Congress, Government 
Printing Office and additional minor 
activities of the government are cov- 
ered.

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Garden Paths Make a Gay Quilt Top 


By FLORENCE La GANKE. 


Nancy wondered whether she might 
be designing too many quilts with 
green tops. She had made the Maine 
woods that had to be done, almost 
perforce, in green and white. Then 
there is the new one which she called 
Garden Paths.

and color to match the colored print. 

The Nancy Page Quilt Club mem- 
bers clipped the picture and directions 
from the paper. They sent ‘for the 
direction leaflet with its cutting pat- 
terns. The directions for obtaining it 
are printed at the end of the column. 
When they had the direction sheet 
they traced the patterns onto light- 
weight cardboard. No seams have 
been allowed in this pattern. That 
means that an extra allowance of one- 
eighth to one-quarter of an inch must 
be left on each side. The beauty of 
this design lies in, its squareness and 
exact corners. Therefore it is wise 
to trace the outline of the cardboard 
pattern on the goods. ‘Ahen, in cut- 
ting the seam allowance is made be- 
yond the pencilled line. This line 
serves as-a guide on which to make 
the seam.

36 HOME BUILDING 
GAINS IN JANUARY 


Substantial Increase Shown 
in Georgia, Some Areas 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—(UP) 
Home building during January show- 
ed an increase of 229 per cent over 
the residemgial construction of Jan- 
uary a year ago, -the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board announced last 
night. 

The increased construction was 
spot or unevenly distributed over 
the country, some areas registering 
more than double the amount of hous- 
ing construction of January last year, 
while in other areas building lagged, 
due chiefly to abnormal weather con- 
ditions. 

Based upon permit data received by 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics, the 
Home Loan Bank Board’s figures 
showed that construction during Jan- 
uary of this year more than doubled 
the figures of January 1935 in New 
Jersey, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania 
and Virginia. Substantial gains were 
shown in New York, Rhode Island, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Geor- 

ia, Kentucky, Missouri, Louisiana, 
exas and Colorado. [Illinois reported 
about the same rate of construction as 
last year. 

The estimated outlay for residential 
building in all cities of 10,000 or over 
for January was $30,953,900, a gain 
of 229 per cent over the $9,408,600 
for January, 1935.

HINGE ON CRISIS 


France, Rumania, Czech- 
slovakia, Jugoslavia 
Consider Withdrawal. 


(Copyright, 1936, by United Press.) 
BERLIN, March 9.—(UP)—The 


scheduled for this summer in Berlin, 
hinged tonight on the outcome of the 
European crisis precipitated by Ger- 
manys military reoccupation of the 
Rhineland, 

Belief increased in Europe that Fri- 
day’s League of Nations council meet- 
ing at Geneva will decide indirectly 
the fate of the Olympics. 

But despite political uncertainty, 
Germany continued full blast prepara- 
tions for the games. 

Neutral and foreign observers, how- 

ever, fear that if sanctions are voted 
Friday European powers would with- 
draw their athletic teams, even if 
Germany should wish to hold the 
games. 
Many of Germany’s best athletes 
belong to the army or the labor corps 
and if the game are held it is certain 
that all would compete.

night that France, Rumania, Czecho- 
slovakia and Jugoslavia probably will 
refuse to participate in the summer 
Olympic games at Berlin because of 
Adolf Hitler’s scrapping of the Ver- 
sailles and Locarno treaties and re- 
occupation of the demilitarized Rhine- 
land.

“A moving picture,” said Mr. Mc- 
Donough, “may be based on a stage 
play, a story book, or a plot written 
especially for the purpose. After a 

roducer decides to put it on the screen

“The director and a writer go over 
the plot, and much work is done to 
fit it for moving picture production. 
Actors and actresses are chosen for the 
cast aa the assistant director figures 
out t costs. 

wpatienie plans are made, and the 
players are given their script so they 
can learn their lines a few days be

fore they are called. A head camera- 
man and an art director are named. 
The head cameraman is likely to re- 
ceive a salary of from $250 to’ $750 
per week. 

“Scenery is prepared for the dif- 
ferent ‘sets,’ and the actors go through 
their parts. The director gives the 
signal for a ‘take’ and the cameras 
turn, making pictures and _ taking 
There are mic ones 
which gather sounds from different 
parts the stage or ‘set,’ and the 
sounds pass through a machine called 
the ‘mixer.’ 

“At the end of each day’s work, 
the film is developed, and is shown 
to the director the next night. He 
has charge over the cutting, and di- 
rects the putting together of small 
pieces. 

“A single ‘take’ is likely to last 
from half a minute to five minutes, 
though now and then it may go longer. 
Once, when I was filming a lion act, 
I made a ‘take’ of 22 minutes by 
using two reels, but that is the only 
ease of the kind I know. 

“There may be a dozen or more 
‘takes’ of the same part of the same 
scene, and from among them the direc- 
tor chooses the A full-length 
picture is likely to use up about 180,- 
000 feet of film. This is cut down 
to from 6,700 to 7,200 feet. In mak- 
ing ‘super-features’ half a million feet 
of film may be used for a picture 
which will run from 9,500 to 12,000 
feet when shown at the theater. 

“In taking pictures, and recording 
sound, the film runs 90 feet per min- 
ute.

Pennsylvania Man Charges

WASHINGTON, March 9.—(P)— A 

hint of prolonged congressional de- 
bate over President Roosevelt's im- 
pending request for additional relief 
appropriations came today in a de 
mand by Senator Davis, republican, 
Pennsylvania, for a “full and com- 
plete” investigation of the Works 
Progress _Administration, 

Immediately after Davis introduced 
a resolution directing the senate com- 
mittee on expenditures in executive 
departments to make the inquiry, 
Chairman Lewis, democrat, Illinois, 
said he would support it. 

Davis said WPA funds were being 
used in Pennsylvania “to-advance par- 
tisan political interests.” 

Davis also produced what he called 
a facsimile of a letter from David 
L. Lawrence, Pennsylvania democratic 
state chairman, to a WPA worker 
which he said accompanied 24 sub- 
scription blanks for “We, the people” 
—described as a party organ. 

Other Developments. 

Other developments that came as 
cOngress awaited the President’s relief 
message, included: 

Senator Vandenberg, republican, 
Michigan, urged defeat of a $29,000,- 
000 amendment to the War Depart- 
ment appropriation bill for continuing 
work on the Florida ship canal and 
the Passamaquoddy bay, Maine, tidal 
project—to date financed on work 
relief funds. 

Secretary Ickes, Vandenberg said, 
had shown him “unpublished’ reports 
by PWA and the Federal Power Com- 
mission opposing the projects. Passa- 
maquoddy will cost more than $43,000,- 
000 and it would be better to generate 
power from rivers than from the tides, 
he said the reports held 

He added that a steam generating 
plant would cost only $16,000,000, so

The sendtor’s speech followed a day 
in which the senate, with Black mak- 
ing no objection, demanded an expla- 
nation of one phase of his commit- 
tee’s alleged wholesale seizure of tele- 
grams, which Shouse contended in- 
cluded messages of the most private 
and confidential nature. 

At the urging of Senator Borah, re-
